Soak eggplant and potato discs in cold salted water, while you prepare the sauce. 

Saute olive oil, onion, garlic and pinenuts in a medium pan for two minutes. Add tomato sauce, pars- 
ley, basil, dill, salt and pepper. Reduce heat. Stir, cover and simmer 10 minutes. 

Drain and dry the eggplant discs and using a non-stick skillet, brown both sides. In a baking dish with 
high sides, coat the bottom with a litte olive oll and place 10 eggplant discs on the bottom (the 
larger ones work best) put a litte sauce on each disc, then add a potato disc on each and then a 
litte sauce. Repeat another layer of each until you have 10 stacks, 6 layers high. Try to match 
the sizes of the discs for a more uniform stack. Cover with the remaining sauce and put some crum- 
bled feta cheese on top of each stack. Cover and bake 40-45 minutes at 375°.
